J3cll Hardy, reiircsontlng' the men, 
said there was nothing to say either 
one way or tho other.

A meeting of the C.P.R. mechanical 
and car workers at the jVngus shops 
was held there tonight, when it wa.s 
decided thiit the Montreal men should 
join tho strike and go out at ten 
o'clock tomorrow morning.

Winnipeg Reports Unusually 
Good Cattle Shipments 
This Year 



Winnipeg, Aug. 4. — Beyond a few 
light and scattered showers, there is 
no sign of the mucli needed rains to 
break up tho drought, which has been 
altogetlK^r too prolonged for the good 
of the country. Hlgii temperatures 
prevailed yesterday, particultirly in 
Soutliern Alberta, where tlio ther- 
mometer .stood well over ninety at 
Lothbridgo and j\Iediolne Hat, while In 
Siwkatcho .van It was well over eighty, 
with sllglitlv lower temperatures In 
Manitoba. 

The great heat Is acoompanlod by 
heavy drying winds, .bringing tho grain 
on very rapidly, but checking the 
growth, and preventing the heads 
from filling evenly. 

Cattle shipments have boon very 
^good so far this season, and the ani- 
mals have come through In fine con- 
dition, showing tho results of tho mild 
winter and early spring. Winnipeg re- 
ceipts to date have been fifty-throe 
thousand head, as compared with 
twenty-two tliousand for the corre- 
sponding period last year, and of these, 
twenty-six thousand were for export, 
as against on-y tlirco thousand of ex- 
port grade last year. August cattio 
shipments promise to bo a record both 
In quantity and quality. 

Alberta Hall Storm. 
Innlsfrao, Alta., Aug. 4. — A severe 
storm 'Swept over this town at 7 
o'cloclc last evening. Windows In 
nearly every building in town were 
eemollshod by tho hailstones, which 
wore as largo as small hen's eggs. The 
Alberta hotel suffered to tho extent 
of at least fotir':Kurtdred dollars. Thp; 
hall penetrated, the' roof, and wat^r 
came down In floods, ruining carpets, 
bedding and ' furniture.

While- tho automobile In which they 
were ' traveling was running down a 
sharp hill on WaltJut mountain, near 
Liberty, N.T„ the machine got out of 
control and plutiged over the brink of 
a precipice nearly 300 feet high.

chine. All were badly bruised and 
frightened, but no one was fatally 
hurt with the exception of tho chaf 
feur. His sKull was fractured, one of 
his earsf'was torn oft and he sustained 
other injuries. He was taken to a 
hospital In Liberty for treatment. 

Those In tho automobile with Mr.

Count Zeppelin Lil<ely to Suc- 
ceed Witli Twenty-Four i- ' 
Hour Test ' - 

WIDE SWEEP OVER VALLEY 



Accident to Propelling Mechan--, 
Ism Causes- Four Hours 

Delay \\. 



Frjiulrlchshafen, Aug. 4. — Arising 
from its floating dock on Lake Con- 
stance early today. Count, Zeppelin's 
dirigiblH airship was<'sent- away for a 
24-hour journey to Mayencc and re- 
turn. Late tonight the apex of tho 
triangular fllgliL had been turned, and 
the monster of the air, with nose 
pointed Boutiiward, was reported 
speeding along towards Frledrlohi— 
sliafen, where It Is expected tlie Jou'l''- 
noy will end tomorrow. 

The flight to Mayenco was Inter- 
rupted by the propeller going wrong 
while the airship was above tho val- 
loy of the Rhine. Tho count came 
down to the surface of the river at 
Nackenhelm, eight miles from May- 
ence and made repairs. The journey, . 
which ' probably . will prove a record , 
one, was resumed. ; The repairs were 
completed in about' four hours. 

The weather for the ascension was 
most auspicious. The ship of the air 
rose majestically to a height of 200 
yards, and cro.ssliig tho lake circled tho 
town of Constance, then turning re- 
traced tho path of its flight and de- 
scribing a perfect circle, passed over 
Frlederlchshafen and soared westward 
over the lake to Baslo on tho Swiss 
frontier. 

Turning tho vessel slightly toward 
tho northwest, Count Zeppelin steered 
it over ,Muihau'sen,; and then, directed 
its flight northeasterly, to Strassburg; 
thence following the -. valley of the 
Rhine northward to 'May^nce, a dis- 
tance altogether of .dyeri.260 'miles. 

It was at 10.15 p. ni. when the air- 
ship rose and turned toward Maycnce, 
wliere she arrived at 11 o'clock and 
passed over tho gas-Ilghted city al- 
most beyond tho vlow of tho people 
who had gathered in tho streets ex- 
pecting to witness the passage of tho 
balloon. Quickly the balloon loft tho 
town behind, . soaring onward for a 
short distance, then after executing 
a few manoeuvres, the airship was 
turned homeward. Whether It, will fol- 
low the. Itinerary laid down.' by' Count '•.-; 
Zeppelin, .retracing Its oiitward . path' 
to the south and thence flylng/sbuth'- . ; 
easterly over Stuttgart to 'Lako''-.Coni f - 
stance, la not known. "/''J:':" " " . 

If tho airship maintains .the speed 
at which it was travelling today It 
should arrive in Frledrlchshafea to- 
morrow forenoon. 

At 6:15 a.m; the colossal ship of tho 
air began to move slowly and emerged 
from tho balloon shed. Count Zep- 
pelin and his nephew and the crew 
took their positions. Tho airship 
hovered for a moment over the sur- 
face of the lake, and then Count Zep- 
pelin shouted: "Loose all." The four 
propellers of tho machine, two lore 
and two aft, ..resembling. Jish^.flns b^-.. 
gan to sound their .'4r'umwlke tmeIody; 
and carrl(5d tli&'v, craft '.i horizontally 
about 20 iyardis Ift'the-'airf 'Vvitli. bOTsfs , 
towards the, land.'jvThen^lt -circled an'i^ 
headed fbr Maiizel.' "A ch'efr^fdao froinS ' 
the crowd, on shore. The baUdon spisd ,. 
on In a buslness-llko manner.^' Ther^"' ' 
were no ' playful manoeuvres,*" as on' 
former occasions, when government 
representatives wero present. Just 
above Constance, however, Count Zep- 
pelin seemed to subject his high and 
low steering gear to a severe test, for 
he made tho airship rise alternately 
with great rapidity at the bow and 
tho stern. 

The early-rising citizens of Con- 
stance saw tho ship approaching and 
cheered onthusUistlcally. A corres- 
pondont of the Associated I^rcsa fol- 
lowed tho airship in an automobile, 
but found it Impossible to keep up 
with It, as the balloon was making 
more than forty miles .an hour and 
taking almost a bee-line, -while the 
motor was .compelled. to .ascend bills, 
cross railways and other .obstacIeH.i.. 

Near the Island of Relchenau. 35 
miles northwest of Constance, .ho-w- 
ever, Count Zeppelin again tested the 
agility of his craft with such skill that 
tho appearance of sluggishness and 
uncouthness which was apparent while 
It was resting fmmovablo outsldo tho 
shed on tho lake gave iilace to tho 
conviction that nature had always in- 
tended It to sweep majestically 
through tho air. Leaving tiio lake, tho 
Count threw .-i message from his bal- 
loon addressed to his secretary at 
Fredrlcli.shufen saying: r- "Thus . ^r 
everything has gone well.'.' 'Ordetlnga 
to my family." " '"■,;,."! ■' . 

Ho swept onward toward Neusbafeh | 
outdistancing all tiio automobiles 'fol- 
lowing his llight. Tho occupants ' bf 
the . njotor cars, however, could ' see 
lilm in the heights circling '"dyer the 
Rhine. At every town and 'V-lllago along 
tho route bulletins were posted re- 
cording the progress of tho air.ship. 

When tho bulletin was flashed re- 
porting tho accident at Nachenhelm, 
a fooling of universal sorrow pre- 
vailed, and the hope was everywhere 
expressed that the difficulty of tho 
mechanism would bo overcome, and 
tho citizens of Mayonce, Stuttgart, 
Frankfort and othor Important cities 
along tho route learned with joy thoro- 
foro that tho airship once more was 
speeding on and with every prospect 
of sucoossfully accompll.'ihing Count 
ZoppoUn's purpo.so. Many persons 
stayed up throughout tho night in 
order to obtain a glimpse of the ship 
as it passed. •

Fornle usi d 
lo sit in tho mouth of the pass, the 
jaws of which contracted tho current 
like the tuyeres of a Kineltliig furnace. 
It a pkice around which Ihoro should 
bo a cletired iirea of at leaot a mile by 
way of a safety bell. The public will 
call for tho.so safety belt.s one of these 
days before the terror of tiio Feriiie 
experionco will have become a nu;- 
mory. 'J'hey will then forgot all abmil 
it, and things will slip back Into the 
old style of "anything will do a,s long 
as nothing happens." 

On tho morning of tho nicmorabio 
first of August no one thought of the 
smouldering llrcs over to the west of 
the city, in the limits of tho Cedar 
Valley Lumber company. Fire had 
beiiii prowling around there, but the 
rain had put it out twice, the second 
lime, so they thought, for keeps, but 
tie.' wind woke up the devil lof ruin and 
destruction in tho tishos. 

Danger's Mutterlngs. 

About eleven In the morning things 
began to look a little threatening, but 
nothing to worry about. Tha neigh- 
bor's house was alight, but tho. ch.anc.' 
of fortune might head it off, and b.\- 
the same token it was a good lime to 
get something to wash the dust out fU' 
one's throat. Later the wind grew 
stroiigur, and when it gAl away with 
a roof off a building under conslrue- 
tiou some one thought of the fire down 
in the Cedar valley, some .si.x mile; 
away. Inside of twenty-five iiiinulos 
ruin was upon tham. It liad got il.s 
foot Inside what Is. known as tho Goat 
ranch, licked across It into Iho old 
town, over which It passed in a 
surge of flame into the .brewery, and 
then a perfect tornado \o£ £lro fh'w 
from the old town bounds clear into 
tho centre of the btislnoss district, set- 
ting the concerns of Burn-3 and Co. on 
fire. The tornado no more bit of fancy 
descriptive work. 'What is meant ii 
that when the fire caught Fornic the 
wind was In truth and fact .a perfect 
tornado, blowing this w;iy and that, 
circling and of strenglh ciiougli to lift 
a man of two hundred pounds clear 
off his f< et and dash him around like 
a leaf. That was the kind of wind it 
was. the worst ever rerhe'mbered In 
Fcrnle. 

Fire's Fierce Leaps. 

Burns & Co. was on fire T'hon what 
one man ctilled a blanket of flame 
'.seoniod to leap across from Burns' 
buildings to tho Roman Catholic 
church, and then the houses began lo 
catch up wind from , tlie fl'erce radiant 
heat. Left and right beforo the wind 
and behind the ' wlhd "leaped the fire. 
Never was there a horso that could 
fly from that racing stream of ruin. 
3''ernle was gone inside of ton minutes 
and Unit idty, the homo of scvon thou- 
sand peojilo, a centre of progress and 
advancing industry, was in its doalh 
agonies. Thereafter the tale of ruin 
wii.-! to ho told, not bv what was de- 
stroyed, but by tho pitiful trifle that 
remained. Homo, fortune, projicrty 
fwas gmio. Tho vital matter was to 
.savi! the life You or 1 might lliink 
that you could so much accomplish 
with some. calm, but, when a torrent 
of panic atrleken ^ tpreiEnets como 
pouring out on a similar mission fly- 
ing howling, . bba.?lIiko, tho panic bo- 
comes a riot. Children wero trampled 
down by tho heavy shoes of cr.aven 
brutes who ran breathlessly to ix shel- 
ter for their hides. To tho hills and 
river, hut mostly to the latter, with its 
cool island and bars. They got there 
somehow, men, women ami the poor 
litlh? children, of whom there was a 
multitude. The good men st.-iyed and 
fought the fire best a.5 they might ami 
(11(1 thing.s heroic, forgetting- all about 
them because tho necessity was ti> 
fight on. But the foe wa.s not lo be 
beaten this time. 

Valley of Death.

hlnd. Tho work of tho lire spirit was 
thorough and cpmplete, I'eriilo is no 
more. It Is erased from the map, 
and not, as far as poimhition and tho 
number of houses Is concerned, worthy 
of being lit this minute a Hag stalloii 
on tho C.P.H. But her men' will call 
her Into life again, watch you tuul 
Hee. 

Its Awful Sweap. 

At eight o'clock In the evening wlu n 
the work of destruction was over, the 
lire went on up. the valley to the very 
■summits of tho mountains on each 
side of tho Elk river as It to make 
an end of Hosipor and Michel, but at 
that iiour tho wind had fallen to a 
very little brcdzo. Good poojilo 
who never ' seen a forest fire .ii 
close and dangerous range, don't 
have any ambition for the experience. 
At 8 ©Clock of tho evening of Aug. i 
Ihoro was not a single business 'cou- 
corn, shop, store, bank office, chuivii 
or jail in existence.

Thorc i-e- 
malned by actual count two and twen- 
ty buildings, .consisting of a cluster 
of residences down at the extreme 
wost end. Some ten or tliese are little 
painted cottages, ono storey concorn.s, 
and a taw nro good residences, 
amongst them those of Dr. Bonneli, 
W, U. Ross, M.P.P., .and Shorwomi 
Horchmer. Wltli them escaped the 
ofiicoH of tho coal company, tho waro- 
hoiiso of the Trltes Woods Co. 'and tho 
depot ana water tower of tho G. N. 
rallroiid. .In plain torms, ,tho' damage 
can bo gaiigod by what Tomains 
rather than what is gone', ^ ■ In .'a city

That Busy Venus. 

Now, on the 14tli of this month, 
Venus will reach Its groate.lt elonga- 
tion In south latitude, und we will 
then hear of much rain falling In the 
southern states. Venus -was in aphe- 
lion on the '2'2n(i ultimo, anti at that 
period in its orbit the weather was 
rather windy for the time of year, 
while In some places there was a great 
deal of rain. High winds will vset in 
on tho Gth, and thl.s Is the 4th of tho 
month. On the Sth of August we will 
have Mercury in i)erl-liollon, and this 
will bring us high winds, wlilch will 
begin about the tilh, while in some 
parts and most iiki'Iy in the United 
States torniulo<'S will occur. And these 
disturbiinces usuiilly continue for two 
or three days. \Vhcn this jilanet i3 in 
aphelion, which will bo on the 21st 
of September, the windstorms are very 
severe indeed. 

"On the ISti) of this month Mercury 
rc.-iches its greatest elongation in 
iiortli latitude and high winds will. In 
conseciucnce, prevail, whlK; on the -Otli 
us this planet then reaches It.s superi- 
or conjunction with tlie i^un, tlie weath- 
er ^^-ili be very Ijolslcrous, and -we will 
hear of very strange weather occur- 
ring tliroughoiit the country, being 
very windy and quite un.settle<l. 

"Our science hns readied the h-ngth 
of being able to iiredlct that earth- 
quakes, wars, and otlu-r culanilties wlU 
oecur, .althougli it lias not yet become 
such an o:<act science thtit we can 
surely tell whether these particular 
events will talte ijlace. 

"Mercury brings windstorms, Venus 
rains and cold weatlier. I have fre- 
quently verified the.se predictions In 
my life, and I have fomid thorn to he 
accurate In an extraordinary degree. 
And the records ot history show that 
from the earliest times wars have 
broken out when the great planets 
Mars and Jupiter come into conjunc- 
tion and strongly Influence men's 
minds and passions. 

"A groat tidal 'wave In tho Pacific 
ocean Is also problable about the 14 th, 
And We will likely feel thO effect of it 
here, 'But In my opinion It concerns 
Clilna to a greater extent than any 
other place. And shipwrecks In the 
Pacific ocean may bo looked for. 

"When the moon is in perigee, near- 
est our earth, it reflects tlic sun's heat 
more vividly upon It and causes warm 
nights, , ' , . 

"The (ieleterlous Influence of Mara 
upon men's minds will fuithor. In, all 
likelihood, bring about disturbances In 
trndo relations about tho mlddiG of tho 
month, and strikes will follow. ICng- 
land may Ije the seat of much trouble. 
And the farmers In tho Northwest may 
well ho apprelionsU'o In consequence of 
the then atmospheric conditions. 

"jMr. Bnynes Reed, our meteorologist, 
pooli-iiooliM these prognostications, antI 
this, I must confcHs, astonishes mo. In 
the face of ail the prooofs which can be 
adduced to establish their general ac- 
curac.v.

While evi'i-yth ing iieco-s.^ary appears

may later be a demand upon the peo- 
pie of the lu'oviiico lor further assist- 
ance. We await further Information 
^ upon that i)oim. but it .seems certain 
that tliere will be abundant scoj)e for 
. tho charity of the public to assist tho 
,• sufferers In regaining some of the oom- 
-; fort of which they have "been so sud- 
denly deprived. It Is inevitable that 
there must be a srcvLt deal of dl.stress 
that qaiinot be relieved by government 
action, and we anticipate that there 
will be a demand for many articles, 
.especially of clothfng. If this proves 
to be the case, we are sure that tlio 
people of Victoria will resjiond nio.st 
/.generously. Indeed, we think it may 
Vj'be assumed that donations of clothing 
are absolutely needed. 



AS TO AN ELECTION, 

There is a good deai of writing in 
our eastern contemporaries about the 
prospects of an election, - but none of 
them seem to Itnow any more about it 
iHan- we do. A good deal of what is 
said seems to be intended to fill up 
.space. The Ottawa Journal mentions 
: ono^ matter in connection wltli tlie sit- 
uation, which is of some interest. In 
. 1903 every one was sure that there was 
to be an election. All indications 
- pointed that way, even to" the passage 
, of a general railway subsidy Act. But 
the election.s did not come on until 
1904. A very iM-oniinent member of 
. the Liberal party said at tliat time 
that there was one secret which Sir 
■Wilfrid Laurier kept closely locked up 
in his own brnasf. namely, the time 
Avlien Parliament would be dis.solvcd. 
He added that tlie Premier never ox- 
^ pressed any opinion on the subject to 
his colleagues, but "contented hini.self 
with hearing their views, but that even 
they (lid not know liis decision until 
lie was ready to communicate it to the 
. Governor-General. ■ . 

However accurate this may be, it 
servos to illustrate a matter of cnn- 
.'^titiitional ])rocedurc. The dissolution 
of Parliament is not an act of tlio 
C^abinet, but one performed by the 
Crown or its representative. It is a 
prerogative right, exercised, of course, 
on tlie advie<' of the Flr^t IMinister, 
or as ho used to la^ .called The Min- 
ister, but neyertlieiess an act 'of the 
''Crown. In 'strict procedure, therefore. 
It is not a m.itter that can bo dis- 
cussed l)y the Cabinet. Of course, the 
Prime Jllnister of Canada or of the 
provinces ma; consult his colleagues 
ns to the advice, which he ahall give 
the Crown or its representative, but 
sueli a consultation, if if does take 
place, is not a matter for executive 
action, for a dissolution is in point of 
con.stitutional law tho act of the 
Crown done on tlie advice of its cliief 
adviser. These little shades of di;;- 
tinctioa are worth bearing in mind, 
for it might happen that the Crown 
might decide In an emergency upon 
a di.-soliition contrary to the advice of 
tlie I'^irst Minister, although a person 
would have to be found, who would 
accept tho responsibility of tho act 
nnd unJcrtnko to ju.^tify it to Parlia- 
ment. Kuch person would thereupon 
become First Minister, and the resigna- 
tion of the Cabinet would follow ;is a 
niatter of course. The possibility oC 
such a thing occurring is exceedingly 
remote. It did occur in New Prunswick 
al the lime of the- el,;etion upon which 
the province decided to enter Conf'^l- 
oration' and it ivs conceivaijie ihnt an 
occasion might arise when a similar 
<-ourse might bo followed by the 
Go\'eriuji--(;eneral or by one of the 
1 ieutenant-governors, 

.Referring to the -possible reasons 
why Sir Wilfrid Laurior may .idvisn a 
dissolution this year, the Ottawa .Tour- 
nal says: ■ 

Perhaps, however, some peculiar In- 
centive to acceptance of the li-:.^t of 
the popular Judgment without farther 
delay may {illure him now. Por ho 
cannot have taken solace of the pro- 
ceedings of Parliament during tho scs- 
.slon just clo.^ed. He lias .seen tlio .il- 
jnost contiriuous rovclntloii of malad- 
niini.striitlon in one or other . of tho 
departments of tlio goverhnioritl HI3 
two-In-one majority in tho Commons — 
of lata year5 grown so servile that It 
tioo.-) not even take the pains to listen 
to debate — did not nvdil to prevent the 
Opposition from resisting •s^CcossCul- 
ly hl.H govern mont'ii attempt'^to load

Ho has .seen his lieutenants in tho 
cabinet make common Bauso with tho 
provincial Liberal govornmeiaita in New 
Brunswick, Ontario, British Columbia 
and go down to defeat. And the size 
of his budget, tho immensely increased 
bill for public works and public ser- 
vlcea; generalfy; : th^ci ' lack of thrifty 
provision .to meet the obligations pre- 
sently falling due, would almost seem 
tO'Indicato his conviction that tho 
thing has got, beyond him; that every- 
thing goes; 'that his star' will s^lnb 
as brightly iinder the sha"d6w of an' 
$1S, 000,000 deficit as it used under a 
$12,000,000 surplus and that there 
could be no better time than tho pre- 
sent to tost the matter. 

Ho might not care to undergo an- 
other sucli gruelling as his government 
underwent during the recent session 
and this consideration mu3t bulk 
large in the calculation of the date 
of the general election. Too much 
leaked out during every day of the 
last session to leave room for the im- 
pression that tho government would 
care to leave the leak open. 

AVhen the elections are brought^on, 
the attempt to control the electoral 
lists in M.uiitoba, British Coluniljla 
and the uuorgai.lzed parts of Onario 
and Quebec seems likely to play an 
important part. An eastern exchange 
describes it as "an attempt to load the 
dice in thirty constituencies." The 
sense of fair play of the Canadian 
people will resent such an utterly in- 
excusable attempt.

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status whatever outside of tlieir re 
spective provinces. There has beon a 
great development isliice-ithMeJda^ In 
the appreciation in whicli' the provin- 
cial legislatures are held, which may 
bo due In iiurt to the construction placed 
upon the B. N. A. act by the Judicial 
Committee' of the Privy Councll.-tBut 
there' arc many asiiects of the question 
upon which Issues may arise, and, 
speaking generally, "provincial rights" 
ir.uy bo said to be one of the problems 
offC,anadlan politics calling for the at- 
tention' of tlie younger generation of 
voters The system of administration 
Is another problem of practical iiolltlcs 
upon which very much depends, and 
merits far greater care than is given 
to it. Other matters, both of an 
economic and political nature, mlglit 
be mentioned, but the'so will suffice to 
show that the lime is ripe tor a "fresh 
study" of the vasioua matters calling 
for tho consideration of all Canadian 
citizens. 



The Toronto Globe says; 
The time has come for a fresh study 
of these furulamental ciuestions in 
econoinlcs and iiolitics, ami the sooner 
young Liberals set themselves to the 
study of the lilstoric creed and stand- 
point of their party the better will It 
be both for the Liberal party and for 
Canada. 

This is very well put. If we wore 
disposed to he critical in a partizan 
way, we might say that it is a vei-j- 
frank admission on the part of the 
Ontario paper that the party, with 
whicli it Is In harmony, has departed 
from "the historic creed and stand- 
point" upon which it gained its vic- 
tories in the past; but the sentiment 
expressed in the ciuotation demands 
treatment from a higher point of view 
than party Interest. Regarding the 
plea of the Globe more as a call to 
the study of Canadian problems on 
llieir merits than as an appeal to 
partizan activity, and this is, we think, 
what our contemporary means, ^ve 
have no hesitation in endorsing it fully, 
but we would add to it tliat llic people 
to whom it is addressed would do well 
to apply their study to the present 
polfcios of their party, with the view 
of seeing how they square with the 
principles with which tlie term Liber- 
alism is supposed to be identified. We 
would also like to apply the same lan- 
guage to the young Conservatives. The 
time lias come for what the Globe 
calls "a fresh study" of fundamental 
questions." Tliero has been too little 
Of this sort of thing, and Its place has 
been taken by partizanship. "Tho 
party, riglit or wrong," Is, with too 
many iieopio, the battle cry, .and it is 
one that is full of danger to the coun- 
try. 

The economic problems of Canada 
:u-i: many and varied. No one can suc- 
cessfully maintain that we can con- 
tinue to go along upon the old lines, 
for conditi<ms are changing rapidly. 
For example, the policy of protection 
was the salvation of Canada,' But how 
will It be affected by tariff reform in 
the United States, the probable change 
in the fiscal policy of Gi-rmany, th 
development of inter-Imperial trade 
and the possible departure of the 
United Kingdom from free trade prin- 
ciples'.' Xo one can deny that there is 
aliro.'id much evidence of a change in 
trade conditions ail llie world over, and 
In addition to .those, that may aris( 
from the causes just mentioned, tho 
effect of tho development of Japan .and 
China must be taken into account 
Closely allied to this class of subjects 
is the labor question, and with this is 
identified tho whole subject of immi- 
gration. Public ownership of itiiblie 
utilities is ;inotlier brancli of tlie sub- 
ject which will shortly press for solu- 
tion. Amon^ the political problems 
wo have tliat Involved In provincial 
rights, to use a colloquial phrase. 
Neither of U'c iioliticul j)artles has a 
perfectly straight I'ecord on (luestioiis 
uf this class. AVe think that the ne- 
cessity ol maintaining tlie powers <jf 
the provincial legislatures is steadil.\- 
growing greater. Curiously enough, 
between some members of both parties 
there was at one time a consensus of 
opinion thai tho legislatures ought to 
be regarded as very subordinate bodies. 
Sir John Macdonald favored a legisla- 
tive union of all the provinces, which 
meant that there would be' no |irovlti- 
cial legislatures. It is fair to say that 
at that time only the confederation of 
tile eastern provinces was In contem- 
Iilation, and there wa.s not tho geo- 
graphical objection i,) such a plan that 
exists today. After Confederation Sir 
.John showed a disposition to respect 
provincial rights in tho main, but lu- 
v.as not averse to an altempt on tho 
part of tho House of Comnioim to use 
its Influence to bring about the repeal 
of the first non-seclarlun school law 
passed by one of the provinces after 
the I'nioii. On the other side of ijoll- 
tlcs there' wi-rc prominent Liberal.^ 
who claimed tliat the provincial legis- 
latures were little nioi'e tlian mmiicijial 
councils. Those wlio recall the iiolltl- 
cal history of the first decade after 
Confederation will remember that there 
was a general disposition to belittle 
the iiowers and status of the pro- 
vincial governnientB, of which thero la 
an illustration in the Table of Prece- 
dence, which does not recognize pro- 
vincial premiers, or ministers, or.mpm- 
Jjura o£ the leglalature us havlnj; any 



THE CANADIAN ROUTE. 

A -very Interesting statement occur- 
red In the marliK? columns of the Col- 
onist yesterday. It was that three 
steamers, the Siberia, bound to San 
Francisco, the Tosa Maru, bound to 
Puget Sound, and the Montcngie, 
bound to A''lctoria and Vancouver, each 
bore large consigninents of silk, and 
were engaged In a race as to which 
would land Its cargo first In New York. 
Tho Siberia liad four days the start, 
the other steamers leaving at sulistan- 
tlally the same lime. The .Monteagle 
steamed into Victoria last evening be- 
fore sunset and went on her way 
shortly after to Vancouver, but neither 
of the others have been heard from. 
The Siberia has furthest to go, and v,-lll 
be delayed by a call at Honolulu; the 
Tosa Maru follows the same route as 
tho Monteaglo. Barring accidents in 
transcontinental transportation, the 
Jloiitcaglo's cargo will beat the others 
into Now York by several days. 

Of course something depends upon 
the relative speed of tho ships, and 
wo are not in a position to make any 
comparison on that point, although it 
is not claimed of the Monteagle that 
she is a fast sailer; but even maiiing 
aliowaiices 0:1 this point, the incident 
serves to demonstrate the advantages 
of tho Canadian" "rout'e 'from "'the ' At- 
lantic coast to the Orient. Moreover, 
we all know that the Vancouver con- 
nection is not tho most speedy that 
can be secured. A cargo delivered 
from a ship to rail at the north end 
of Vancouver Island and sent east over 
a line by way of Bute Inlet, would bo 
beyond tlie Rocky Mountains before 
another cargo .carried- 'by .a vessel of 
tile same speed would reich' Vancouver 
and tlie mainland terniinua of tho Can- 
adian Pacific.

Pending the 
movemont of tho grain it is doubted if 
tho railway companies can spuro the 
cars required for tho transportation 
of lumber, .■ind the same, It Is thought, 
may be true to a certain extent of tho 
west-bound shipments of general rher- 
chandlze. Most of. the merchants in 
tlie wheat region let their stocks run 
low, and with the jirospocts of a large 
croj) they will be anxious to replenish 
them. If lumber and merchandise 
cannot bo got from the "West and 
East, a good deal of business may tind 
its way to the United States markets. 
This at least is the fcuir expressed in 
certain quarters In the East. For our- 
si.'lves we arc very hopeful that the 
railway companies will bo found to be 
fully eipial tu tlu> demands of tho sit- 
uation, and that thei-e will be a free 
movement of grain, lumber and mer- 
chandize.

MOVING THE CROP 

Some rather dis(|uletiiig telegrams 
have been received in regard to the 
wheat crop, although wlien carefully 
analy/.cd they do not appear as sorlou.s 
as at first sight. Advices publlslied 
In tho Colonist of yest(frday went 
further in general terms than the de- 
tails seemed to warrant. They sug- 
gested that n part of the crop might 
be affected by the dry weather to 
such an extent as would prevent the 
proper lllling of kernels, but tho sig- 
niflcant statement was added that 
"what proportion of wheat Is so af- 
fected remains to be seen, hut it is 
not likely more tlian twenty-five jier 
cent.' In other words It is possible 
that less than one quarter of the 
crop may not be fully developed If 
cool nights and rain do not eharacter- 
izc llu: remainder of tho season. 'J'bo 
tone of the telegram suggests that 
there may be a /'bull" movement in 
wheat in progress, for it Is evident 
from the information given that thero 
is notliliig to warrant any expression 
of a serious reduction In tho crop 
total. Of course, until grain has been 
threshed there is always a chance of 
exijectatlons not being realized, but we 
decline to accept the telegraphic ac-.- 
couiits as showing any serious change 
in the very satisfactory condltijus 
lepiirted up to a day or two 
ago. A well-informed resident of tho 
wheat -growing area said yesterday 
tliat the conditions of tlio present sea- 
son arc almost Identical with those 
of tho .season of'lSOa, when the yield 
of wheat broke all records both as 
to ciuaiitlly per acre and the quality 
o.f the grain. 

Conceding llial the wheat crop will 
exceed 100,000,000 bushels, and tho 
most pcsBimistic obsei'vor has not sug- 
gested a lower figure than this, tho 
handling of It will be .-i very serlou.'? 
mattei-, !iml there Is much doubt ex- 
pressed throughout the Central I'ro- 
vlncos as to the ability of.the railway 
companies to take care of It. Tn 1905 
tho wheat crop totalled about 00,000,- 
000 bu.-iliels, and tliere was a scrloiui 
blockade. There m.-iy be more than 
1 50,000,000 bushels of all .1 kinds of 
grain awaiting transportation, when 
the harvest Is over. The Canadian 
I'acitic has 121;, 000 freight cirs In com- 
mission tills year, whicli Is COCO more 
than last year, and yet>more than 'in

It Ls cni'linis to noti' lliat 
this penny post gtive the London dLst- 
rict in IGSO a more frequent .servici' 
than It has had In modern times, 
deliveries and collections being made 
every hour of the day. Tln^ dilllcultles 
of delivery will be In a nieasm-e under- 
stood when it is noted that the nami\s 
of the streets were not posted up 
and tho houses were not numbered, 
it being lcft,for an Act of parliament In

His best works are the 
statues of Jennor In Gloucester Cathe- 
dral, Charles Dlbdln In Greenwich 
Hospital, and a bust of the late Prince 
Consort. In the archives of the Patent 
Qffice aro.,^ecords of sixteen ii.atentR 
taken out T>y him between 1S30 and 
1852. having relation to improvements 
In various manufactures. He had, be- 
sides, something to do with the deve- 
lopement of the eleotrte telegraph sys 
tern. He was elected a Fellow of tho 
Royal Society In 1840. 

From a French provincial town 
comes a novel kind of newspaper. It 
la a small journal, scarcely bigger than 
a handbill. An editorial note printed 
on the front page explains a great 
many peculiarities. "As the time has 
arrived," it say.s, "when all tho Inhabi- 
tants of the countryside are entirely 
taken up with cultivating their flelds 
and have practically no leirsure (o read 
the newspaper, we have decUh^d to 
condense the Imijortant news of the

Thu 
policy of suiting tho action to t^jc 
conditions and of patience has In Us 
favor, tho chance, .never altogether to 
be neglected, that the tension of suro^, 
peaii relations Aiay' one of these days 
be relaxed, and that then the German 
government may .show a more coinlng- 
on disposition. There is Indeed an- 
other chance, but it must be admitted 
to he remote. There may some day 
be a British govornmont resolved to 
secure the peace of Europe by making 
Great Britain tis strong Ij'y sea and 
lund as she ought to be. If that were 
to happen, a British alliance would be- 
come a vahuible asset, and the balance 
o( i)0wer in lOurope would bo secure 
But unfortunately tlicre Is no sifii of 
such a change In the tradition of either 
British party as would be re(iuired 
to bring about so deslrablu a con- 
Kuniinatlon. 

In the opinion of the Dally Now.i, the 
statement made by the Premier In re- 
gard to tho work of the Session was 
eminently satisfactory. It suggests 
that all the legislation of thi.q prolific 
year Is well in Iiand, and that there is 
a reasonable prospect that so far as 
llu! House of Commons Is concerned 
It will lie carried into effect.

Undoubtedly 
tliei'e has been some ground of com- 
plaint In regard to the measure of 
diseus.'don allowed on certain subjocts, 
and oKpecially, In regard to^the Old 
Ago Pensions BIU. But, wltli^o vast a 
programme that was Inevitable If Jet- 
tisoning on a. wholesale scale was to 
bo avoided. Indeed even with tho ap- 
plication of the guillotine it would 
havo been Impossible for so much 
work to have been undertakon but for 
tho committee systi'm, whicli was .Sir 
Ileiiry Campbell-nannerman's valuable 
cniiti-lbutlon to the reform of the ma- 
clilnery of legislation. But for th.at 
.'jystcin lliei'i' could have l)een no 
Children's l?ill. Ilh^lit Hours' Bill, or 
Irish L.'niv. 1- itii'S 1,111. All these have

Referring to tlio conditions in Mace- 
donia, thti Morning Post says: Tho 
new turn which events have taken 
adds to tho Interest with which the 
publication of the most recent pro- 
posals of the British Government or 
of the British and Russian Govern- 
ments Is awaited. It adds also to the 
desirability of some agreement be- 
tween tho Powers based, as all such 
agreohients must lie, njion tin; prlncl- 
p!i' of the self-denying ordinance, 
w 'eh Is the bc-st tradition of joint 
(llljlumatlc ..etion in regaril to the .Tias- 
tern (in(.-Htli)n. The object should bo 
the eHtabllshment In Macedonia of an 
Admlulstrallou capiibie of rendering 
that country habitable in conditions of 
some law and some toku'able order. 
Tho Puwei-M may easily agree to veto 
tho territorial ambitions of tho sever- 
al Balkan Statics, but that can bo done 
only upon condition of concerted ac- 
tion to secure peaco and tolerable ad- 
ministration In Macedonia. Tho dif- 
ficulty iB that the solution proposed by 
tho Young Turks — the only one which 
offers a prospect of satisfying all par- 
tics In Macedonia — caii' hardly be ac- 
cepted by tho Porto after ,lt 'haB been 
propounded by officers In" mutiny, and 
can therefore not bo propo.sed by tho 
Powers. An Interesting question Is 
wliether the Turklsli officers In Mace- 
donia are In any dogreo reiirescintatlve 
of the younger officer;! of (he Turkish 
ann.y. That the Turkl.sh j)0])nlatlnn in 
most parts of TurK-i>y, at any rati; In 
the European iirovinces and In Asia 
Minor, has for years been (IJssatlsf led 
with the administration Is -well known. 
But It was hardly thought likely a yem- 
nr two ago that the discontent "luid 
reached the point whoii it would lead 
to open and active, Insubordination and 
revolt. Tho British; 0overnmont Is in 
regard to Turkish affairis as a rule ful- 
ly and accurately Informed, and Ha 
policy may therefore bo expected to bo 
ht'sed upon a full consideration of ail 
the factors In- flt many-sided -eltuatlon.

PBECAUTIONS TAKEN 
AGAINST SMALLPOX 



Teachers Are Instructed to 
See That the Children Are 
Vaccinated 



Reports have reached the Ijoard of 
education from tho Provincial board of 
health that smallpox has made its 
appearance In several parts of the 
province, and In order to prevent any 
possibility of an epidemic of the 
drctid disease among the children up- 
on the reassembling of school, a cir- 
cular letter has been sent out to the 
secretaries of the ' various boards of 
school trustees throughout tho pro- 
vince. Such a contingency has been 
provided for by statute, and the teach- 
ers are Instructed to enforce the pro- 
visions of the act. 

The letter reads as follo-ws: ' 
To the Secretary, Board of School 

Trustees: 

Sir:— I bog to Inform you that noti- 
fication has been received from tho 
provincial board of health that ow- 
ing to the prevalence of small-pox 

In many parts of the province, SOO' 
lion i!". of the regulations of that board 
adopted the nth of February, 19O0, Is 
to be enforced. Section 15 of tho 
regulations reads as follows: 

"15. It is now deemed necessary, 
and is hereby ordered, that teachers 
in public schools or colleges shall re 
rjuire a eertldeab' of .successful vac 
cinat Ion from e.-ieli child attondln.g at 
such school Ol- enllef,'e. ot' a certilleati 
that surh child is at that present tlmo 
i nsusenpt Ihle to vaccination. The cer 
1 1 Ilea I es shall be presented on demand 
to the teacher or other proper nu 
lliority." ' 

You are herebv requested to give 
riue notieo nf Ihl.s regulation tn the 
tencl-iers In tin: employ of your board 
.nnd to Instruct tlienil lo demand cer 
tl(lc.T.te.=; a.s called for from every child 
pre.sentin^ himself at school. 

Exceptions to this rule mnv he made 
In favor of the child or children of 
parents who ob.1ect from cionsclentioua 
motlvcB to having their children vac- 
cinated. In all oAsen where,, such 
valid objection I.-! offered as a reanon 
for the non-compliance with sectinn 
If) tlie ehlld must present to the teach- 
er ri \vi-ltlen sl.-itenient from his par- 
onls rhdng clearly tho reason for non- 
coMudlauce.

On the otlii,-r hand, the infiu.>; of tann- 
ers from the United Htates lias not 
di-ereased. Those wiio during tliu l.isr 
f(-w years i-ame from the farming sec- 
tions of tlie United States into Can- 
ada understand, that altliough seasons 
vary, farming on Canadian prairies 
is a very profitable employment. Their 
reports were encouraging and their 
friends and neighbors have followed 
them to Alberta and Saskatchewan. 
In our own province, the fume of our 
fruit lands has spread and is spr<!ad- 
ing and although last winter the peo- 
ple who crowdiid Into some of tho 
centres found it liard to get work 
the population has increased steadily.

It Is said, 
are plentifful In many of tlii' districts 
surrouiidiii.g VIctori.-i, and especially on 
the ne!ghl)orlng islaiitis of the Gulf, 
this will be gratifying information to 
most sportsmen. And it wil be more 
pleasing still to the jnajorlty to learn 
that the report originates from an ab- 
solutely authoritative source — the en- 
thusiastic devotees of NImrod's pas- 
time, who love to congregate about 
.Messrs. Lenfesty and Pichoii, and re- 
late stories of the chase. Thc.v have, 
collectively, been through almost <'very 
secdion of the country In tiie vicinity 
and their accounts may bo relied on 
It is taken (or granted by them that, 
providing the law against shooting Is 
strictly enforced during October, there 
win be better sport obtainable thl.i' 
year than for many past seasons, 
.fudging by their discussions. It is the 
consensus of opinion that It might have 
been wise to have prohibited the killing 
of deer during the month mentioned, 
as well as tho ganiie specified.

However, 
they express the hope that the provin- 
cial wardens will form a cordon about 
the city and will render Impossible, or 
as nearly so as practicable, the smug- 
gling to the city of birds sliot out of 
season without detection.

A/ ill Take Advantage of Situ- 
ation Created By Interstate 
Commerce Ruling 



As a result of tl.o expected adverse 
effect of the ruling of the Interstate 
coniinerco eoiTiml.s.5lon effective No- 
vember ], on business acru.sH the Pa- 
cific in cunuection with United States 
railroads, whleli will be obliged to 
raise their rates for tho railway haul, 
the Nippon Yuseu Kai.sha will estab- 
lish a new service conimoncing in 
November to carry Japanese merchan- 
dise to Atlanlic ports of the United 
States by way of the Suez canal, ac- 
cording to advices rtioelved by the 
steamer Monteagle. Japanese news- 
papcr.s received by the Montoaglo com- 
ment at length regarding the ^action 
of the mterslato commerce commis- 
sion aiul tliiited States railroads. 

10. JI. Harriinan, head of tho Pacific 
.Mail system, which is reported .as hav- 
ini,' decided to abandon the Oriental 
trade, in an interview at Chicago 
.-iaicl: "The Oriental biislnes.s is large- 
ly sent Iniental. The hopo of bulklhig 
up a large .Vslatic trade through the 
I'aclfle ports has been largely a dream 
and it has turned out to u great ex- 
tent a fake. It was not my dream, for 
I have been familiar vyitli conditions 
in this regard from the very first. The 
interstate commerce commission has 
ruled that the roads must do certain 
things in coniiectloa With that trade, 
such as j>uhlishing the Inland propor- 
tii^iis of their export rates and their 
doalluHs with tr.imp .steamships.

Pacific trade and eventually they 
may."

The 
original intention hail been to gel 
througli t.-> Michel, hut shortly after 
leaving llo.snier they hoard that tho 
Michel hridgo was burned. The train 
then backed again to stop for the night 
between llosmer and . Pqrnie, passing 



on its v.-ay back through the greatest 
danger, for tlicy had to pass for about 
a mile hotweeu blay.iug brush on both 
sides. The windows of tho cars be 
camo. so hot that it was Impossible to 
touch them, and the heat and smoke 
were absolutely stifling. All this time 
the foreign vvo.men-were shrioklng prtty- 
ers at the top of'thelr volcds, all add- 
ing to the terrible confusion of the 
scene. 

After jias.sing tliruugh this (Ire-belt, 
the train reaciied a .'^ate iiarl, and 
.stopped there fur the iilglit. While 
they lay there, condenaed milk was 
brought out from l''ornlo I'or the wo- 
men and children by voliinlein';.. .Vfter 
spending a lioartrending iiigiit of anx- 
iety and misery tlie train returned to 
l'"ernle on .Siuuhiy morning and found 
that the lire had bin-ncd itself out there 
during the night. They found that 
till; btiildiug where tliey hatl been on 
the ])reviuus evening liad not been 
burned after all; thanks to tlio lierolc 
and untiring elTorl.s ot lirenicn to whom 
saHii'lent . iirai.-ie cannot Ije gi\'en for 
the desperate anil .'uucessful light they 
put u|) against the lUiniCs. 

'i .le i-iiiiis presented a most nu-lan- 
cliol\' .'.peetacle. In nearly cvi.'ry case 
ac>tliing ivas left except the walls and 
even tlie.se in most cases had disap- 
peared. The stre^!ts were full of de- 
bris, trunks, beds and other belong- 
ings which had been pulled on to the 
streets in tho hope of saving them, 
were ail charred masses of cindera. 
The dead bodies of horses were also 
lying here and there. 

The dead bodies of several little 
girls had boon found In dllTerent parts 
of tiio city and there are doubtless 
aiaiix that have not been found. in 
one part nf the bush sixty men and 
1 ,\ o women are said to luivo been suf- 
focateii t'l death througli attenuiCng to 
save tlieniselves by liacksetting tin 
lire. 

In th.' r.iiast of iill these scene.'; of 
iniscr.v' thci'e were not wanting a few 
amusing incidents. ■I'hcre was one 
ladj who had hei'ii jible to save noth- 
ing but her little pet dog, and who 
went .■ibinit iielting it and saying: "1 
sa\ed m\- il ig, ni.v precious pet; thank 
God I saved him." 

.■\notlicr who iiiid carried away lier 
old toiii cat kt'iil sa,\'hig: "'lln lo.ik -^l 
my poor I'.-i!; why it's riuito worn out, 
poor dear." 

And there was one little girl who 
had spent the iii.glit in the wood.i 
with an olil ron.ster as lu-r i'oin]i;uiion 
which li.is doubtless lieen put to a 
different use by tiii.s time. 

-Mrs. Cros.'iniaii speak.s also of many 
who had to ford the river to reach a 
lilacc of s;\ret.\'. There \V('re women, 
too. will) hail to do till.--, .'in.l it is fear- 
ed that many who went down to the 
river to escape the scorching heal only 
went to their death for the brush was 
burnt right down to tho waters' edge. 

Altogether the unhappy inhabitants 
of Fern lo' have had such an experience 
as may well last In their memory all 
their lives, and they ndfiy bo thankful 
that the fire did not cpme upon them 
as they slept. In whicfi case tho result 
would have been frightful to contem- 
plate.

We 
have sent on several cars ot lumber lo 
help: put up all the temporary shelters 
for stores,' etc. that tho I-'ernlo people 
may require. 

FERNIE^S FOUNDER 

DISCUSSES DISASTER 

"l^ernic Is situated right in the midst 
of the Rocky Mountains, In the beau- 
tiful IGlk iti'ver valley," reniarkeil Air. 
William b'enile, last evening, at his 
residence, "Kinibolton," on Oak Biiy 
Avenue. 

"It was founded in llie year IS'JS and 
Is a. coal town, depending almost al- 
together upon tile Crow's .\"est Pass 
coal mines for its existence, tilthough 
the lumlier industry, lu the shape of 
saw mills, etc., etc. has attiuned very 
considerable proportions. But, of 
course, the coal mines form Its greatest 
and most enduring support. And as the 
(irst huildlngs were put u<) in the month 
of August, ISDS, It Is now precisely ten 
years old. 

"It was built upon what is known 
a;; the 13. C. Southern Railway, a branch 
of the C.P.R., and it Is almost needless 
to say that without this means ot com- 
munication, this great and Important 
de])osit of coal would be practically 
vtiluciess. 

"Fcrnlc'a situation Is vefiy attractive 
with the timber all around It, far too 
close. In point of fact, for safety from 
the very danger which has now twice 
overwhelmed it. And indeed, I ;im. I 
must confess, surprised that after tin ir 
lirst dishearteiiiiig experience, grertter 
preciuitions were iiol taken tu avoid il 
for the future. .\e\'erthelcss, it is to 
he reiii.'iuliered thai lllis lire began 
iip'>u the oilier side of the I'-llk river, 
which ill itself is o\-er one huiidrei] 
yards wide, and ,\-et it crossed that 
ri\er. and in a case wlieri- tlie lianies 
will elTi.'ctuall.N' cross so consider;iblc a 
stream, i( is ei iilenl that an extremely 
large ana iiiileed must be tlioroughly 
cleared away aliout a town In order to 
prevent all pirll from this particular 
source. It appears that quite half a 
gale was blowing at the time, and when 
timber catches flro In such circum- 
stances, nothing, humanely speaking, 
can arrest Its progress. 

"^Vhy, in this city and In much less 
Iierlloiis surroundings. 1 have seen 
hia'/.ing shingles carried 100 yards and 
more. 'J'his lire crossed Ihc river, and 
did it with the greatest ease too. 
Its Population. 

"A claim for fi.OOO population was 
made for Fornlosthls last year, but 
wlien I left It, seven years ago, It had 
aljout 2,500 Inhabitants. It grew very 
slowly at the outset, and while a good 
many of Its people are either rtillrnad 
men or employed in the lumber mills, 
tlie great majority earn their living In 
the coal mines and in Jhc the coke 
ovens. This Is the second time tlial il 
has been deitroyed by lire, but 1 can- 
not g'i\'e till' exact date of the other 
coiillagrallon. it liowever occurred 
some lour or live years ago .and was 
due to the stuiie caiisi', the lirlug of 
dried hriish and timber, which through 
the gross carelessness of those wlio are 
engaged In't-lumbcrlng operations; aro 
loft In thd''woods to"glvS rise, as 'lias 



liceu so frequently the case in tlio his- 
tory of this prpvlnccy ,to disasters of 
the niost\polgnant'r,auil serious des- 
cription. " . ' , • -»■ ■ t?!^.. . 

"I Win 'toll jT'Out' plainly where tho 
trouble I'los,, and the govornnient 
should at tnc very carlloft possible 
inymont take steps to put an effectual 
stop to these practices, as far as this 
can bo acconiiilislied by dcimrtmental 
regulations, and interference. Tlio 
lumbermen go into the woods and fell 
the trees, and after they have remov- 
I'd wduit they wish to turn Into me'r- 
chiintable lumber they leave the butts 
and tops and branches to dry out and 
become a constant source of danger to 
tile standing timber and to the com- 
munity. And wdien, through any 
cause, and most freiiueiitly this Is due 
to carelessness, tlieso kirge clumps of 
woodland debris catch lire, tho licat 
that is thrown off rapidly becomes so 
extraordinarily Intmise tliat no ono 
can possibly endure it at any reason- 
able distance, and in vii-w of all these 
circumstances, of the great dtingcrs 
that are perpetually threati'iied, of the 
terrllih' calamities wliich have so of- 
ti'ii lieen causi'd in the loss of lives 
and property, both in Ihe form of 
huildiii.g and of the, most valuable 
kinds of tiiiiher, the government 
should li;ivii inserted in every limber 
license a clause absolutely coiniielilng 
ihe Imiiberineu to liiirn up every 
siH'ing all this dan.gerous waste ma- 
terial, and jirescribing heavy penalties 
for leaving it to lie scattered abroad 
in the woods to become ii menace of 
the most terrible idiaracter. 

"Tills ctirelcssncss is undoubtedly 
the main cause of one-half of the big 
^ires throughout the country, and once 
a lire like that gets started it ca.nnot 
lie stopped mil 11 il ])r;Lctically burns 
itself out. Ijightiiing very often gives 
rise to these most I'.is.astroiis con- 
llagratioiis, and I am not making this 
slatciuent un mere conjecture; for in 
a number of instances 1 have myself 
seen lightning strike a trix', whence 
fdiortly afterwards I have noticed 
llames appear. 

"I do not of course know how this 
disaster actually began, but to ascribe 
it to tho machinations of Black Hands 
among tho Italian element In Pcrnlo's 
population is In my opinion going 
rather far afield. It Js much more 
likely due to mere carelessness. A 
lot of men aro engaged In tho lumber 
camps, and ono of these persona is 
always liable at any time to drop a 
match and start a fire among this 
dry brush, which In so many places 
in the timber Is laying scattered 
around without let or hindrance.

Fornio's Rebuilding. 

"When ]'\>rnic was rebuilt brick and 
cement structures were put up. 1 do 
not know how many of this class were 
erected, for I have aiot been in tho 
town for some- years, but the walls of 
tho Crow's Nest Pass Coal company's 
oflicoa were built with cement, and I 
believe lhat these have not been des- 
troyed. They however In addition to 
this fact occupied a very advantage- 
ous situation, being located In a wido 
open space, near no other slriictures, 
and consequently standing a much 
better clumce of being saved from 
destruction than any of tlie others. 

"I was the original locator of Lhis 
coal, and the town was iianicd after 
nic, and I am still connected, although 
not in any large way, w-iih the Crow's 
Nest Pass Coal company as a share- 
holder. 

"1 cannot say that I was the actual 
discoverer of the dei)0-3it, for we all 
knew mtiny years before the date 
when 1 tiled my location that coal 
u'as to bo found in this part of tho 
country, but no one know what Its 
real vuluo was until I went in there, 
and locatotl the mine. It is what is 
called seinl-antliruclto. Somo years 
ago it was tried In tho British war.r ^ 
ships at Ksquimalt, but as we could 
not iios.slbly stipjily it to the fleet at 
the same jirlco for which the best 
Welsh steam coal could be laid down 
at thi.s port wo were forced to aban- • 
don altogether the idea of entering' 
into a contract wdth tho British ad-, 
nilralty, although I really believe that 
if wo were now confronted 'with tho 
same situation which existed at that 
time, i.e., if tho British navy were re- 
presented In our waters, we could 
very advantageously meet their re- 
ijulrements in this particular. 

IMD'OIVilT ABLE'S SPEED 

Achievement on Voyage From Quebec! 
to Cowos Groat Tribute to the 

Parsons Turbine 



Cowcs, Aug. — The Indomitable, 
which Ijrought the Prince of AValea 
from Quebec, during four hours in tho 
early iiart of the voyage, made 211,5 
knots an hour. Although for the 2,000 
miles of the trip from land to land she 
beat the record of tlic Cunard lino 
ships, tiie vessel was not stripped to 
enliance lier racing powers, but carried 
her heavy guns, her magazines full of 
ammunition, and all tho equipment of 
active service. The longest day's run 
was 606 knots. 

The engineers consider the feat of 
the Indomitable a splendid tribute to - 
the Parsons turbine. 

The Indomitable passed more than 
fiO icebergs, but encountered Uttlo fog 
after leaving Belle Isle. No Wtch oc- 
curred from the start to tho finish o£ 
tho voyage. The Prince of Wales took 
the keenest Interest in the speed trial.'

— 'The tamperanco 
committee of the general synod of tho
